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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or fairly suggest to one having ordinary skill in the art an adhesive 
composition having a tackiness activated and/or increased by contact with moisture or 
by absorption of moisture comprising at least one component selected from the group 
consisting of polyethers and acid anhydrides including acids and salts of acid 
anhydrides, polyvinylalcohol and at least one polymethyl vinyl ether-polymaleic acid 
anhydride copolymer, wherein the portion of polyvinylalcohol is 1-80%-wt. relative to the 
sum of said two polymers, in combination with the other recited claim elements.
